GREAT BRITAIN. 


GOVERNMENT RELIEF MEA.SURB8. 
London, Nov. 22.—A dispatch from 
Dublin says the government has de- 
termined to abandon all preliminary 
difficultiea which might obstruct the 
obtaining of loans from the board of 
public works from the improvement 
of estates, and in order to expedite 
the expenditure of money strictly for 
the employment of unskilled labor 
they 
will immediately give loans 
to 
land 
owners and sanitary 
boards. They will and to the principal 
the cost of preliminary 
proceeding 
and interest on the sum borrowed, 
allowing two years' grace. 
Repay- 
ment therefor will begin at the begin- 
ning of the third year. This con^a- 
sion will only take effect in districts 
which the governrnent will declare to 
come under the designation of distrcBS- 
ed districts. 


Dublin, Nov. 22.—The I/-ish Times 
states tha,t it is 'possible the govern 
ment may be induced, on the memor- 
ial of the boards of guardians, to 
grant money to assist emigration from 
localities where other arrangement is 
unable to cope with any threatened 
calamity. 


THE MEETING AT BALTA. 


London, Nov. 22.—The meeting at 
Balta has lost much of its importance 
in consequence of the announcement 
by Parnell, last night, th»t the ex- 
pected evictions at Balta, with respect 
to which inflammatory placards had 
been circulated calling on the people 
to assemble to reinstate tenants, will 
not be made, the renting having 
been paid, but there will be, however, 
a meeting. 


London, Nov. 22.—An Irish corres-
